In 
evervthing  that  contributes  to  make  it  desirable  as  a  place  of  abode  —  in  its  management, 
furnishings,  arrangement  of  suites,  sanitary  appointments,  advantages  of  location,  cuisine, 
and  service,  it  stands  among  the  leading  first-class  hotels  of  the  count rw  livery  modern 
appliance  for  the  comfort,  convenience,  and  saftly  of  guests  has  been  introduced  into 
its  construction   and   equipment. 


An  absolutely  firc-pioof  structure,  it  meets  every  (Uinand  in  that  respect,  havinji  a 
perfect  system  of  fire-alarm,  and  Ixiii^-  ihdKiuuhlv  sui)|)lie(l  throu<,rhout  with  hre-hosc 
connected  with  a  source  of  ready  antl  unlimited  suppl\-  of  water.  l'\)ur  Worlhinjrton 
Duplex  pumps,  for  house  and   lire   pur])oses,  are  jilaced   in   the  enjrinc  room. 

The  plumbing,  from  cellar  to  roof,  is  of  the  hi^dicst  sanitary  standard.  It  is  as 
perfect  as  skilled  and  experienced  workmanshi])  could  make  it,  and  was  done  by 
Messrs.  J.  N.   Knijrht  tS:   Son  of  755   Seventh  Avenue. 

The  building  is  lighted  throughout  by  both  gas  and  ilectric  light.  The  dvnamo  room 
was  fitted  up  by  the  Edison  General   Electric  ('ompan\-,  and  is  com]iU'te  in  every  detail. 

In  the  matter  of  steam  heating,  and  tiie  other  various  uses  for  which  steam  is 
required,  the  Hotel  possesses  unsurpassed  facilities.  Tiie  contract  foi  this  work  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  15onner  iS:  \'an  Court,  of  433-435  West  Eorty-second 
Street,  and  is  conspicuous  for  the  thoroughness  and  excellence  which  characterizes  all 
work   done  bv   that   lirm. 

Handsomely  constructed  elevators,  made  b\-  the  well-known  \\'liitlier  Machine  Co., 
and  possessing  the  latest  imi)rovements  for  the  comfort  and  safety  of  passengers,  are 
used  in  the   Hotel. 

The  decoration  has  been  done  in  the  highest  style  of  decorative  art  consistent  with 
good  taste  and  nice  a|ipreciation  of  detail.  Tht-  entire  execution  of  this  work  was 
entrusted  to  the  eminent  James  T.   Hall  Co.,  of   160  I'lflh  Avenue. 

The  Hotel  has  240  large,  well  lighted,  and  airv  rooms,  and  there  are  a  number  of 
handsome  suites  which  may  be  engaged  furnished  or  unfurnished  as  desired.  Thorough 
ventilation  has  been  secured  in  every  room  in  the  house,  the  ceilings  of  the  corridors 
being  lower  than  those  of  the  rooms,  so  that  a  constant  current  of  air  is  ])roduced 
in  the  space  thus  designedly  left. 

The  furnishings  of  all  the  rooms  have  been  selected  with  especial  regard  for  comfort 
and  convenience,  yet  good  taste,  in  style  as  well  as  color,  has  not  been  overlooked, 
and  is  everywhere  perceptible.  Nothing,  in  fact,  has  been  left  undone  that  will,  in 
any  measure,  add  to  the  absolute  ease  of  guests. 

Though  it  is  a  great  thing  to  build  a  fine  hotel,  to  make  it  in  construction  and  in 
all  its  appointments  as  complete  as  taste  can  suggest,  ex|)erienced  judgment  a|)prove, 
and  money  afford,  it  is  e(iually  as  great  a  thing  to  conduct  it  successfuUv.  It  is  the 
management  that  counts  after  all  ;  and,  without  efficient  management,  the  most 
magnificent  hotel  in  the  world,  no  matter  upon  how  lavish  a  scale  it  has  been  built 
and  equipped,  will  soon  close  its  doors.  Under  the  proprietorship  and  management  of 
Mr.  E.  N.  Wilson,  the  Sherman  Scjuarc  Hotel  has  an  undoubted  assurance  of  success. 
The  house  was  opened  on  the  Oth  of  ()ctol)er,  1892,  and  on  the  4th  of  the  following 
December  everv  suite  had  bi'cn  engaged,  thus  clearlv  evidencing  not  onlv  efficient 
management,  but  the  desirableness  of  the  rooms. 

Mr.  Wilson  is  a  gentleman  who  has  had  an  e.xiKrieiiee  of  twent\-one  \ears  in  hotil 
management,  and  is  thoroughlv  familiar  with  all  the  details  ot  the  business,  b^ir  some 
years    he  was   the   manager  of    the   well-known    Coriiova    Hotel   at    St.    .Augustine,    I'la.,

„^,\  ^HE  Sherman  Square  Hotel  is  situated  on  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
Boulevard  and  West  Seventv-lirst  Street,  and  fronts  on  vShernian 
Square.  The  location  could  not  have  been  more  ha|)pilv  chosen. 
It    is    built    ujx)!!    historic    orountl,    and    it     hears    an    historic    name. 

Somethin<i  over  a  hundred  years  ai^o  tin-  I-"atlKr  of  his  Country 
had,  for  a  while,  his  headquarters  in  this  neighborhood.  It  is  said 
that  tile  exact  spot  was  at  the  corner  of  the  Boulevard  and  West  Seventv-second 
Street,  where  the  biy  white  buildinu;  of  the  Colonial  Chd)  now  st.uids.  From  the 
piazza  of  an  old  farm  house  here,  with  hollyhocks,  marigolds,  and  jonquils  about 
its  doorways,  tradititMi  tells  us  that  Washington,  in  all  the  glory  of  his  ])liie 
coat  with  brass  buttons,  buff  trousers,  and  gay  three-cornered  hat,  watched  the  broad 
Hudson  rolling  seaward,  and  the  Jersey  shore  beyond,  yet  ever  kept  an  eye  iq)on 
the  luiglish  invaders  and  the  movements  of  Burgoyne  and  Cornwallis  —  movements 
which  doubtless  interested  him  more  than  the  How  of  the  Hudson  or  the  beautv  of 
the  Jersey  hills.  It  was  here,  too,  that  General  Putnam  had  a  sharp  skirmish 
with    the    British    on    his    retreat    from    Long    Island.

The  spacious  Square  in  front  of  the  Hotrl,  and  from  which  the  house  derives 
its  name,  was  nameii  in  lionor  of  the  late  General  WiUiam  T.  Sherman.  General 
Sherman  lived  for  several  years,  and  died  on  Februar\-  14,  1891,  at  .Xo.  75  West 
Seventy-first   Street,   but  a  very  short  distance  from  where  the   Hotel   now   stands. 

The  beautiful  Boulevard,  a  wide  avenue  extending  from  Eighth  Avtinn'  and  I'iftv- 
ninth  Street  diagonallv  northward,  through  a  most  delightful  section  (jf  the  city,  to 
West  End  Avenue  and  West  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  Street,  is  one  of  the  most 
attractive  drives,  among  many  such,  in  the  City  of  New  York.  Well-kept  grass-])lots  and 
rows  of  trees  in  the  centre  for  much  of  the  wav  render  it  particularly  attractive  during 
the  bright  Spring  davs,   the  warm  days  of  Summer,   and  the   bracing  Autumnal   weather. 

The  situation  of  the  Hotel  is  an  i's])eciall\'  agreeable  and  (k'sirable  one  tluring  the 
Sprmg  and  Summer  months.  There  is  reallv  no  necessity  for  its  guests  to  visit 
seaside  and  country  resorts  for  refreshing  airs  and  charming  views.  Central  Park, 
certainly  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  interesting  ))leasure  grounds  in  the  world,  is 
but  two  blocks  on  the  cast,  and  the  Hudson  River,  America's  classic  stream,  but 
two  blocks  on  the  west.  The  Hotel  overlooks  the  River,  and  commands  a  mag- 
nificent panoramic  view  of  it  for  three  miles  either  way.  In  the  Summer  the  scene 
upon    its    waters    is    one   of    striking    interest,  animation,   and    beauty.       Every  style    of

sailinsj  craft  niav  be  seen,  their  white  sails  gjistenino^  like  silver  in  the  sun,  and  Hying, 
like  so  man\'  huge  moths,  in  all  directions.  But,  even  if  there  were  nothing  but  the 
River  to  look  upon  \vh(j  would  not  find  his  attention  riveted  upon  the  broad,  resistless 
sweep  of  its  waters,  his  admiration  excited  over  the  majesty  of  its  flow,  and  memorv 
or  imagination  carrying  him  to  the  far-famed  Highlands  of  the  Hudson. 

"  U'here    Hudson's    waves    o'er    silvery    sands 
Winds    through   the    hills    afar, 
And    Cro'    Nest    like   a   monarch    stands 
Crowned    with    a    single    star  ? " 

The  Hudson  is  to  America  what  the  Rhine  is  to  Europe.  It  possesses  all  the 
natural  picturesqueness  of  the  Rhine,  but  without  its  ruins.  However,  one  does  not 
look  for,  nor  wish  to  see,  ruins  in  America.  We  can  admire  the  beauties  of  nature 
alone,  and  cheerfully  dispense  with  the  ivy-covered  ruin  with  its  legends,  its  owls,  and 
its  bats.  A  superb  view  can  also  be  had  from  the  Hotel  of  The  Palisades,  and  the 
green  shores  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Hotel  is  particularlv  well  situated  with  regard  to  car  lines.  The  Boulevard, 
Ninth   Avenue,  and    Tenth   Avenue  street    cars    constantly  pass    in    front    of    the    door, 


wliiic  the  station  of  the  Sixth  Avenue  Elevated  Ivoad  is  onlv  one  hloek  away.  The 
Boulevard  car  makes  the  trip  from  the  Hotel  to  tiie  (irand  Central  Railroad  Station 
in  twenty  minutes.  Any  part  of  the  city,  in  fact,  can  be  easily  and  (luickly  reached 
from  this  ])oinl.  It  is  convenient  alike  to  the  elevated  and  to  the  surface  roads.  It 
is,  in  this  respect, — the  most  ini|)oi(ant  in  a  sense,  to  the  vast  majoritv  of  tiie  travrliny 
public, — unsurpassed  i)y  any  hotel  in  New  N'ork,  and  mav  well  claim  exceptional 
consideration   in   this  rejiard  alone. 

The  Colonial  Club,  previously  mentioned,  is  one  of  the  most  select  and  fashionable 
clubs  of  the  city,  and  the  handsome  club-house  is  just  two  doors  from  the  Hotel.  It 
was  oriiiinallv  the  Occidental  Club,  and  (ieneral  Sherman  was  a  member  in  tlu-  latter 
years  of  his  life,  and  his  name  ujion  the  roster  of  the  new  Club  is  now  marked  with  a 
broad  border  of  black.  The  Club  includes  in  its  membership  many  of  the  wealthiest, 
most  influential,  and  most  distintiuished  men  of  the  city.  The  buildin<r  is  an  ideal 
club-house,  and   in   style  of  architecture  is  a  conspicuous  ornament  to  the  neighborhood. 

All  vacant  property  in  the  vieinitv  is  now  restricted  to  the  erection  of  private 
houses.  There  are  forty-two  now  in  course  of  construction,  the  material  used  in  most 
of  them  being  brown  stone,  and  in  others  yellow  brick  with  gray  stone  trimmings. 

In  every  respect  the  locality  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  in  the  City  of  Xevv  York, 
possessing,  as  it  docs,  all  the  facilities  of  intercourse  with  the  business  part  of  tlu'  city, 
while  it  has  the  additional  and  exce])tional  advantage  of  healthfulness,  due  to  its  near- 
ness to  the   Park   and   River. 
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Hrcbitcctural  Constiuction. 


WK  stA'lc  of  aichitrcturc  iDlldWcd  in  (he  Slifinian  S(|u;nr 
lldtil  is  lliat  of  iIr'  Italian  Urnaissancc,  a  stvlc  posess- 
iiiy'  peculiar  altractixencss  from  its  light,  airy,  and  grace- 
ful  features. 

The  Building  is  seven  stories  high,  and  its  dimensions 
are  100x115  feet;  thi'  fiontage  on  Sherman  Si|uai-e 
being  one  hundred  feet,  while  on  West  Seventy-iirst 
Street  it  is  one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet.  The  founda- 
tions are  wholly  constructed  of  brick  and  cement,  twelve 
feet  in  (le|)lh,  and  \arv  from  twentv-four  to  fortv-two 
inches  in  thickness.  Upon  this  foundation  of  massive 
masonr\'  rest  immense  iron  coUnnns  u|)on  which  the 
heaviest  beams  and  girders  are  sccurch'  ])laced.  1  he 
brickwork  tlnoughout  the  building  is  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial eharactei'.  The  front  is  constiucted  of  Savre  iS: 
Fisher  Co.'s  white  brick,  Indiana  limestone,  and  terra-cotta,  furnished  bv  the  New 
York  Architectural  Terra-Cotta  Co.,  the  whole  presenting  a  most  pleasing  and  artistic 
combination. 

The  structure  is  designed  to  be  absolutelv  lire-proof,  and,  with  this  end  in  view, 
everything  in  the  construction  of  the  building  has  bt-en  carefully  selected.  .Vccordingl)' 
all  flues  have  lire-proof  lining,  and  partitions  are  from  eight  to  twent\'  inches  in  thick- 
ness. Each  suite  of  rooms  in  the  building  is  inclosed  in  brick  walls  from  twelve  to 
twentv-four  inches  in  thickness.  The  main  entrance, —  all  corridors,  halls,  kitchen,  work 
and  machine  rooms  are  constructed  of  lire-])roof  floors,  ceilings,  and  |iartilions.  The 
stairways  are  of  iron  with  white  marble  and  stone  steps,  and  platforms.  The  entire 
building  is  thoroughlv  ecjuipped  with  lire  hose,  which  can  be  readily  supplied  with 
water  from  a  five-thousand  gallon  tank  kept  full  automatically  by  steam  pumps' in  the 
engine  rooms. 

.\11  of  the  beautiful  cut  stone  work  on  tlu'  building  was  ilone  b\-  James  Lamb,  of 
Willow  A\enue  and  Thirteenth  Street,  lioboken.  N.  j.,  who  also  did  the  work  ui)on 
the  Colonial  Club,  just  adjoining  the  Hotel.  The  tooling  was  done  entireb  by  hand 
and   is   in   a   high   degree  artistic. 

Mr.  Ralph  S.  Townsend,  the  well-known  architect,  of  1300  Broadway,  made  the 
plans  of  the    Building  and   superintendi-d   its  construction.

OLUMNS  of  l)L'autiful  ])()lislic(l  yiav  uraniti-  with  tiraccfiillv 
carved  capitals  of  white  liuhana  limestone,  and  elali- 
oiately  wrouj^ht  pillars  of  liie  same  kind  of  stone  arc- 
on  each  side  of  the  portico.  Handsome  tjlass  and 
mahogany  doors  open  into  a  vestibule  e.\(|uisitelv  fm- 
ished   in    |iink,   lnown,   and  white   Mexican   onv.x. 

'idle  spacious  Main  llall,  20x50  feet  in  dimensions, 
with  a  ceiling  twelve  feet  high,  is  done  in  San  Domingo 
mahoganv  ;  and,  contrasting  with  the  heautiful  mahog- 
anv,  in  \hv  wall  panels  is  jilaced  a  magnificent  tapestry, 
woven  of  silk  and  wool.  The  ceiling  |)anels,  ix-lief  fiit-ze, 
and  centre  were  all  modeled  expressly  for  tlu'  purpose,  and  arc  treated  in  laccpiered 
aluminum.  The  frie/.e  of  doves  and  cujjiils  in  aluminum  rt-lief  is  particularlv  heautiful. 
The  floor  is  laid  in  variegated  marl)le  mosaic,  and  co\ered  with  lich  oriental  rugs.  (  )n 
the  right  of  the  hall  is  a  large,  opim,  tik'd  tiri'-plaee  with  carved  mantel  surmounti'd 
by  a  superb  mirror.  (  )n  the  left  is  situatetl  tiie  Office,  which  is  also  fmished  in 
mahogan\',  and  at  (he  end  of  tln'  hall  is  the  main  staircase,  constructed  of  iron  with 
white  marble  steps  and  platforms.  Just  totlu'  right  of  the  main  staircase  is  a  iiand- 
somelv  constructed  W'hiltier  Elevator  with  ornamental  lattice  work  in  iron.  It  has 
all   the  latest   improvements   for  tin-  safety  of  j )asscngcr.s.  ^ 

immediateh'  beyond,   and    nearlv  adjoining   the    Oflkx-,   is   the    Smoking  room.      This 
is  a   lemarkabh'  eozv  apartment,   and   ver\'  a])propriately   decorated  in    i\'rsian   st\le.      Its 


dimensions    are     18x30    feel.

The  appointmints  throughout  display  excellent  taste,  and 
the  devotees  of  "the  weed"  will    lie  sure   to   find   it  an   exceedingly  attractive  resort.

The  furniture  is  of  tiie  Adams  and  I'.mpirt'  st\le,  riclih'  gilded,  and  upholstered  in 
light,  delicate  shades  with  pattern  of  daint\  lloral  design.  The  cariiet  is  a  Wilton  of 
the  finest  texture,  extrenu'lv  light  and  delicate,  hoth  in  color  and  pattern,  \i-t  harmo- 
nizing perfectly  with  the  prexailing  soft  tones  of  the  room.  'I'he  wintlows  front  on 
Sherman  Square  and  aie  hung  with  curtains  of  satin  tlamask  and  Irish  ])oint  lace. 
The  prevailing  hues  of  the  apartment  are  olive  green,  salmon,  and  ])ink,  with  a  very 
agreeable  and  pleasing  effect  in  lighter  colors.  'Ihe  whole  character  ot  the  decoration 
and  furniture  is  sumptuous  in  the  extreme,  and  a  superb  effect  has  been  obtained  by  a 
\er\    happv  combination   of  colny  and   design. 

A  magnilicent  mantel|)iece  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  objects  in  the  room.  It 
is  a  sjjlendid  specimen  of  highlv  Iinishcd  work,  and  in  its  massive  elegance  sets  off 
to  i)erfection  the  entire  apartment.  It  is  sin-mount(.'d  bv  a  large,  handsome  l-"rench- 
plate  mirror.  In  an  open,  tiled  tire-place  are  placed  gas-logs,  resting  upon  brass 
andirons  of  unique  design  and  i'X(|uisite  workmanship.  .\  centre-table  of  rich  gilt 
and  Mexican  ony.x,  a  very  large  ornamental  vase,  and  a  rare  and  beautiful  T.ouis 
X\'.  escritoire  give  a  grace  and  llnish  to  an  apartment  which  is  i)erfect  in  all  its 
appointments. 

On  the  same  floor  as  the  parlor  and  the  main  dining  room,  and  immediately 
adjoining  the  latter,  is  an  extremely  attractive  |)ri\ate  dining  room.  It  is  easilv 
capable  of  comfortablv  accommodating  thirtv  ])eople.  It  is  finished  in  old  oak.  I  he 
lloor  is  inlaid  with  l-.nglish  (piarter-oak.  The  walls  arc-  decoratt'd  with  the  finest  (juality 
of  I-'rench  jjaper  t)f  neat  design  and  harmonizing  perfectlx'  in  color  with  the  linishing 
of   oak.

I'or  perfection   and   convenience  of  ananu;ement   the  suites  are  uncqualcd. 

'Ihev  consist  of  parlors,  with  two,  three,  or  four  bed  rooms,  and  l)ath  rooms; 
and  can  be  rented  furnisiied  or  unlurnished  as  desired.  Private  haii-ways  well 
lighted,  al)Solulel\-  fnc-proof,  and  carpt'ted  wilii  the  best  Wilton  carpets,  connect  the 
different    rooms. 

The  bed-room  fuiniture  is  of  natmal  mahoy,an\-,  light  antiipie  oak,  bird's-eye 
maple,  and  natural  birch,  all  fmisiied  in  the  highest  style  of  the  cabinet  maker's  art, 
and  harmonizing  jierfi'cllv  with  the  surroundings.  The  lloors  are  carpeted  with 
Axminster  and  Wilton  carpets  of  the  fuiest  texture  and  richest  i)atterns.  iMcnch 
paper  of  neat  and  graceful  designs,  according  well  in  color  and  style  with  the  general 
tone  of  the  rooms  ornaments  the  walls.
